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Efficiency in Organization 
Is Needed in Sales of Parts 


By C. P. SHATTUCK 


When it comes down to a 
ment parts business, it is fhe

is interested in, and so is the manufacturer supplying the) 


jobber with parts. 


Now some jobbers are making real | 
money with replacement parts, while otHers are not. 


It’s 


not the territory, the car and truck registration that makes 
it possible for the jobber to be successful in the parts busi-| 


ness. 

But the real secret of success in¢ 
the parts business is to get turn- 
over. Slow moving parts cost the 
jobber money. 

Let’s discuss these slow moving 
parts. Several years ago, when 
the writer was the traveling editor 
for a group of trade publications, 
this parts subject was discussed 
with him by a number of jobbers. 
We will quote one concrete case, 
as it is typical, we believe, of | 
many. 

This jobber, and no small one | 
either, appeared to be keenly in-| 
terested in replacement parts, hold- | 
ing that they would replace the ac- 
cessory lines that even then were 
slipping. We spent considerable 
time discussing the subject of parts 
and stocks to be carried. At the 
completion of the session, we asked 
this jobber whom he would select 
to make up the lists of parts, pur- 
chase them, handle the department, 
merchandise, etc. 

“Why,” said the jobber, “I'll let} 
my regular buyer do all this. It’s 
in his line.” 

We did our best to point out to 
this jobber that he was making a 
serious mistake in not securing the 
services of a technical parts man, 
one who knew the game. In vain! 
we pointed out that a_ specialist, 
and a good one at that, would save} 
him losses in frozen parts. But the | 
jobber could not see the extra ex- | 
pense involved. Neither could he 
see why parts could not be handled | 
along the line of any standard | 
commodity. 

This jobber went into the paris 
business. His buyer was a good 
buyer on standard lines, but when 
it came to parts he loaded up on| 
lines that did not turn over. An 
inquiry or two for a certain obso- 
lete part led to stocking the parts. 

This jobber accumulated a stock 
of very, very slow-moving parts and 
not only tied up a lot of capital but 
was considerably peeved with the 
parts business. 

Any jobber in the parts business | 
or contemplating the step will not | 
achieve success (and by success we 
mean get turn-over with real profits) 
by stocking parts and sitting back 
with the expectation that his cus- 
tomers will do the rest. 

Not only must the man in charge 
of the parts department be a real 
parts man, not a clerk, but those 
who are countermen must have 
practical knowledge of parts, what 
they are and what they are in- 
tended for. It would not impress 
the writer were he a repairman to 
call at a jobber’s parts department 
and find that the counterman did 
not know whether a Dodge of the 
vintage of 1920 uses a chain or a 
gear-timing drive. 

How much does it cost the job- 
ber and the repairman in time when

ordinary part replacements data 
have to be dug out of a catalogue or 
several? 

If any one thinks this be over- 
estimated let him spend a little 
time at the parts counter of 
several general line jobbers and 
then at the counter of the whole- 
saler who specializes in parts. 

Slow moving, or the scldom sold 
part, will be found in the stock of 
all engaged in the replacement busi- 
ness, but we venture to say that less 
will be found in the stock of the 
specialized parts wholesaler because, 
through experience or study, he has 
made a careful and _ intelligent 
analysis of his business, of his ter- 
ritory, the cars and trucks and shops 
in it. 

And these specialists believe their 
service goes much further than 
merely handing over a desired part. 
The countermen, and more fre- 
the proprietor, appreciates 
the business angle of co-operating 
with the repairman. The live wire 
parts specialist is educating the 
shop men to shop profits obtained 
by using new parts. Spend an hour 
or two at the counter of these parts 
the amount of in- 
formation, shop helps. service helps 
that are passed out will be surpris- 
ing. 

Generally speaking, the parts 
specialist has the edge on the gen- | 
eral line jobber handling parts be- | 
cause many of the former have men 
in the field selling shop profits on 
parts. These parts 
salesmen are not catalogue sellers 
or order takers. They are, first, 
practical automotive mechanics and 
are also specialists in parts. 

These men fine-tooth comb the 
territory. Even the so-called hole- 
in-the-wall shop is called upon. 
It’s a doorbell ringing job with 
these salesmen. And they even 
call on car dealers, for car deal- 
ers can be sold replacement items, 
notwithstanding opinions to the 
contrary. 

So, in summing up the replace- 
ment parts business as it interests 
the general line jobber, he must, if 
he wishes to achieve success and 
real profits, divorce his parts de- 
partment from accessory methods. 
man the department with real] parts 
men, put out parts salesmen and co- 
operate with the shops that buy. 

When the parts department ‘s op- 
erated along these lines, the jobber 
will find that the volume and 
profits, as compared with other de- 
partments, will greatly surprise him. 
And the surface of this market is 
hardly scratched.
